Broadly, it 
can be said that all of these succeeding 
transport developments resulted in sub- 
stantial accelerations of citizens’ tendencies 
to secure dormitory accommodation in dis- 
ricts which were previously rural in 
character. 
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ment to suburban and rural dormitory 
areas. The accompanying portrayal of 
dormitory Dublin as it now exists has. 
therefore, had to be derived from various 
official records, and is probably a some- 
what incomplete picture of very recent de- 
velopments. 


POPULATION INCREASES 


It will be observed that the growth of 

pulation between 1818 and 1935 was 
rom 177,000 to 466,000 persons, who are 
now estimated to reside within the boun- 
daries of the city and Duh ire 
borough. ‘While it would be of interest. to 
students of civic history to ‘trace a cen- 
tury’s inter-censal. cha and to relate 
them to important historical events. it will 
be sufficient for our present pu to 
observe that gross en eget increases 
have been'specially marked during the last 
decade ; that recent estimates of increases 
in the population of Greater Dublin have 
almost certainly been somewhat conserva- 
tive, and that the practical cessation of 
emigration, the development of local in- 
dustries, the increasing tendency 
towards urban life and other factors 
indicate that city and suburban popu- 
lations are likely to increase, rather 
than to diminish during the early future. 
In this connection it is worthy of note 
that the findings of the Greater Dublin 
Commission and—in a much greater 
measure—the provisions of the Greater 
Dublin Act of 1930, failed to anticipate 
many centrifugal tendencies which have 
since developed in the life of the city and 
its suburbs, ' 


NEED OF WIDE REVIEW 


That such rapid developmenta and 
dynamic forces should have created big, 
complicated and unexpected problems for 
civic. administrators has, of course, been 
inevitable. Transport facilities and 
dormitory ‘expansion have outrun such 
costly and comparatively slow-rhoviny 
services as water and drainage networks. 
Five-year-old boundaries have ceased to 
bear any true relationships to new urban 
facts and needs. Consequently, the need 
has arisen for a wide. review of recent 
developments, and is, fortunately, pro- 
vided for in the present activities of the 
Greater Dublin Tribunal. 

To the members of that body this briet 
precis May suggest or emphasise the im- 
portance of some outstanding facts an‘ 
tendencies. It may, for instance, suggest 
that a city which already contains almost 
one-sixth of the entire population of the 
State cannot be regarded merely as pre- 
senting an isolated problem in the sphere 
of local administration. It may demon- 
strate the need for drastic methods of 
decentralisation by prohibiting further 
building operations inside some hind of 
surrounding rural belt, or by the creation 
of groups of self-contained satellite settle- 
ments, | 

But, above all other questions, it should 
emphasise the need for the exercise of wide 
vision and imagination, in daying plans 
for the future of a metropolitan cor- 
munity whose habits and tendencies, under 
the daily increasing influence of modern 
transport, have ceased to bear any 
measureable resemblance to the habits and 
tendencies of bygone generations.

_ , VISITOR'S. VIEWS ON 
OWNERSHIP 


The clain that’ Christ Ghereh’ Cathedral, 
Dublin, should br ‘* returned” by the Church 
of Ireland was asserted on Saturday Map 
in the Cathedral ateelf, when a party. © 
Catholics, nymbering about thirty, and 
accompanied by three priests, made a visit 
of inspection undcr the auspices of: the 
Academy of Christian Art. 

When the tour had finished, the party 
stood in the nave while Mr. H. Hawe, the 
official guide to the Cathedral, concluded the 
official version of the Cathedral's meget “ 

Father Glasheen, 0.M.I., Belcamp College, 
Raheny, added then: ‘‘There are a few 
points that you would know nothing about 
that would be of interest." 

He proceeded. to speak of the Cathedral's 
history, stating: “ Up to the time of Henry 
VIII. it was used for Catholic worship, and 
the Mass, for which it was endowed, was 
said here in his time because he believed in 
the Mass, though he was responsible for 
England losing the faith. When the Re- 
formers took over this church they did not 
keep up the guarantee that was given that 
the Mass would be said here and that the 
Divine Office would be chanted.” i 

““Our principal argument for the return of 
the Cathedral is that it was a Cathedral 
founded by Catholics for Catholics. Unfor- 
tunately, im 1922 all the Papal. documents 
and manuscripts—precious documents belong- 
ing to Christ Church—were destroyed in the 
unfortunate explosion at the Four Courts. 
Copies have beet. made of some of these 
documents, however, and we have substan- 
tially all the history that is necessary to 
know about this Cathedral.’’ 

Father Glasheen ended with the remark : 
“Catholics of the City of Dublin always 
claim, of course, that we have a right to get 
it back. '' 

Apparently, Father Glasheen’s  supple- 
mental address was spontaneous and unpre- 
meditated, because the Dean’s verger (Mr. A. 
Kelly) informed the Zrish Times reporter : 
‘When this visit was arranged, we were 
specially asked for an assurance that. who- 
ever acted as guide would take them round 
without introducing matters of a controversial 
nature. I wag surprised, therefore, to hear 
that Father Glasheen made the remarks he 
did.” 

Mr. Hawe had a different outlook, how- 
ever. “Catholics give generously when they 
come as visitors to the upkeep fund of the 
Cathedral,”’ he said. ‘‘ Catholic visitors, in 
fact, provide more for the fund than the 
Protestants. Some Catholics who come here 
abuse us for ‘taking the Cathedral from 
them’: but that does not matter, and I do 
not mind, Alter all. the Cathedral was 


Catholic for four hundred years or so, from |: 


the beginning.” 

The official guide-book to the Cathedral, 
written by the present Dean (the Ven. H. B. 
Kennedy), was purchased by most of. the 
Academy visitors. This book states — 
“ Visitors to our Cathedral, who are not well 
acguainted with the history of the Church of 
Ireland, have often asked how it comes that 
this ancient Cathedral beiongs to the Church 
of Ireland, notwithstanding the fact that for 
over four centuries those who ministered in 
it acknowledged the authority of the Pope 
of Rome, and conducted their religious minis- 
trations in accordance with the Roman 
system. i 

“The facts of history supply a clear 
answer to this question, Archbishop Brown, 
who held the See of Dublin when the Re- 
formation began in the reign of Henry VIII, 
accepted the changes consequent on the Re- 
formation in England when the supremacy 
&t the King was established in place of that 
of the Pope, and therefore retained possession 
of his See pnd his Cathedral, There was a 
change of allegiance, a change of attitude, 
on the part of those who ministered in 


Christ Church, but there was no change of

“There goes the ‘five to eight’ 
hooter.” In many thousands of homes 
that remark is madé every morning as the 
family breadwinner’ swallows the last 
mouthful of his breakfast and makes a 
rush for the aite order to reach the 
‘‘ works ” before the steam whistle at the 
factory blows a ind time—for 8 o’clock.

In 
other homes people who do not have to 
rush to reach the factory at 8 o’cléck set 
their clocks by the regular blowing of the 
siren. ‘‘ at the works,” but few of them 
realise that Stephens, who lived in 
Merthyr, rendered factory-owners “and 
workmen alike a great service when he 
made the first steam whistle as a safety 
appliance for boilers. He was not well 
off, but he cared little for money at the 
time, and did not take the trouble to 
patent the device which has since proved 
so useful. This week, incidentally, marks 
the centenary of his invention, but no big 
celebrations will call Stephens’s fame back 
to the public mind.

FRIEND’S STORY OF THE

| CORK, Saturday. 
| H OW a 15-year-old boy was fatally 


wounded while fishing with a com- 
» panion at inniscarra, near Cork City, 
last April was recalled at Cork District 
Court to-day, when three city men—Benjamin 
George Glascott, Capwell «road; Eaward 
McKeown, Fernside Villas, Summerhill 
South, and Daniel O'Sullivan, Dunbarr street— 
were charged with having feloniously killed 
Denis Finbarr O’Brien. 

The -exhibits in the court included two 
rifles. 

A graphic story of the accident was related 
by the dead boy's friend, a youth “named 
Robert Day, of 9 Nicholas street. Day said 
that he and O’Brien cycled to Inniscarra on 


1 April 29 in the afternoon, and there they 


went fishing along the Lee. Witness had a 
fishing rod, but O’Brien had none. They 
fished first below Inniscarra Bridge, and then 
moved above it. Suddenly witness heard two 
or three shots. They, appeared to come from 
somewhere along thé road. At that time 
witness was standing holding the rod, and 
O’Brien was sitting besy» him. After the 
shots he heard the noise of the bullets passing 
through the trees across the river. Then there 
was another shot. 


“BUZZ” OF THE BULLET 


He heard the ‘buzz’ of the bullet, and 
O’Brien said that he was hit, O’Brien leant 
forward and said, “In the side.” as he fell 
backwards, blood coming from his mouth and 
nose, O'Brien never spoke again. 

. Continuing, witness told how he tried to 
help the dying boy. 

Meanwhile two more shots rang ut, 
apparently from the same direction, They 
appeared to come from behind Heelan’s 
public-house. Witness stood and moved his 
hands and shouted. Then he knelt again, and 
the bullet of the final shot. passed over his 
head. In all, five or six shots were fired. 

When O’Brien became unconscious witness 
cycled across the fields for help. and later 
accompanied some people to Ballincollig to 
get a priest and doctor, On the way he 
passed three men at Inniscarra Bridge, one 
of whom’ was the accused, Daniel (’Sulli- 
van, Two of the three had rifles. Witness, 
addressirg O'Sullivan, asked them had they 
heen shooting from behind Heelan’s public- 
house across the river, and O'Sullivan said 
no, that they were further down the road. 
Witness told him that a boy had been shot, 
and: O'Sullivan said nothing; neither did the 
other two men, 


LIFE EXTINCT 


John Somers told the Court that the pre- 
vious witness called at "is house about 5 
p.m. to tell him that a boy was shot. Witness 
sent messengers to Ballincollig for aid, and 
went himself to where the boy was lying. 
There was no sign of life. While there he 
saw three men walking towards Inniscarra 
Bridge from the direction of Heeian's public- 
house. He was not sure, but thought that 
they were carrying rifles. 

James French said that he was one of 
another party which had one rifle which he 
identified in court. On the afternoon of the 
shooting he met the three accused men near 
Heelan’s» Each of them had a rifle. That 
was about 4.20 or 4.30. Half an hour later 
he met them going towards Inniscarra 
Bridge at a slow pace and still carrying their 
rifles. Witness had shot a rabbit. two or 
three miles from Heelan’s, and he also fired 
at rabbits near Innisearra graveyard, 

Patrick French corrsborated, and said that 
while he was in a meadow near the grave- 
yard he heard shots, which sounded as 
coming from the direction of Inniscarra 
Bridge. 

Further evidence having been taken, the 
hearing was adjourned. until next Saturday, 
the acensed..men being allowed out on con-

The Bruce was being towed from New- 
port, Monmouthshire, to Southampton by 
the tug Irishman, and in the gale shipped 
a great deal of water, which caused a bad 
list.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I should like to express my entire 
concurrence with the views expressed by the 
Rev. Bolton Waller in his letter to this 
morning's /rish Times. ‘The slowness with 
which effective sanctions are being applied to 
bring the Italo-Abyssinian war to an end Is 
lamentable. As your leading article points 
out, the main responsibility for delay and 
ineffectiveness must be borne by France. lí 
she had been as ready for resolute action as 
Britain and the smaller Powers, the wat 
might have been brought to a very speedy 
termination. 

My main object in writing is to wee 
as strongly as I can the appeal with which 
Mr. Waller ends his letter. ‘‘ Every day. 
he writes, “hundreds of thousands of black 
men are suffering the agonies’ of wounds and 
disease, under the blazing African sun, with 
practically none to alleviate their sufferings 
or to heal, All war is cruel; but this is one 
of the cruellest wars ever waged.’ Those of 
us who have read Mr. Waller’s books and 
heard him speaking on various occasions know 
that he is a man who weighs his words. care- 
fully before he uses them. The above state- 
ment, therefore, should make us pause and 


. 


The President has taken his stand unflinch- | 
ingly on the side of humanity and interna- 
tional justice, and for that we are un- 
feignedly thankful. But the Irish Free State 
is numerically too small to force the more 
energetic use of such sanctions as would stop 
the war. One thing it could do, and do at 
once. It could organise and equip an Irish 
Ambulance Corps, or, if such a proposal is 
ruled out because of practical difficulties, it 
could at least contribute its share towards the 
supply of necessary medicines and surgical 
apptances. We have spent life and money 
lavishly on military and semi-military orgati- 
sations. Might the same vigour and en 
thusiasm: not be directed towards the relief 
of the harassed Abyssinian troops? Mr. 
Waller suggests that either the Medical Asso- 
ciation or St. John Ambulance might take 
the lead, or that the Lord Mayor of Dublin 
might open a fund. Failing any of these, whv 
not the League of Nations Society? Is it 
beyond all possibility that the President, Mr 
Cosgrave, Mr. MacDermot, and Mr, Norton 
should stand on the same platform in the 
canse of suffering humanity? There can be 
no doubt that if some simple, practical scheme 
were put before the public it would meet 
with a wide and generous response. While 
we deplore the slowness of others in matters 
beyond our control, let us not exhibit a 
similar dilatoriness in the plain duty that 
lies close to our hand.—Yours, etc.,

LAVAL, the French Premier, had 


* a great personal triumph in the 
Senatorial elections, which took place to- 
day, being elected on the first ballot for 
two different seats—for the Seine Depart- 
ment, which he usually represents, and 
also for the Puy de Dome. He will have 
to decide later which seat he prefers. 

The elections to-day were to fill 107 seats 
| in the French Senate, one-third of which 

has to be renewed every three years, and 
to-day’s poll was of exceptional import- 
ance in view of the critical international 
situation. 

Other prominent candidates re-elected on 
the first ballot were the Minister of Justice 
M. Leon Beraud; the ex-President, M. 
Millerand; the ex-Premier, M. Caillaux ; 
M. Maupoil, Deputy-Minister of Pensions ; 
and the Radical ex-Premier and ex- 
Governor-General of Morocco, M. Thodore 
Steeg, who stood on the “ Front Popu- 
laire’’ ticket, alongside the Socialists and 
Communists, for Paris. 

A second ballot was necessary in the 
Haute Saone, M. Jules Jeanneney, Presi- 
dent of the Senate, being then re-elected. 

A sensation was caused when it was 
realised that two Communists had been 
elected. There were none in the preceding 
Senate. The first was M. Alexandre 
Bachelet, who had, however, been a 
Senator previously, though not attached 
to any group. . To-day he stood as a Com- 
munist of a somewhat watered-down type 
Party of Proletarian Unity. The 
real excitement came vrhen it was 
announced that M. Marcel Cachin, the 
first authentic Communist of real red hue 
to enter the Senate, had been elected. M. 
Cachin was formerly leader of the Com- 
munists in the Chamber of Deputies, as 
well as director of the Communist organ 
Humanité.

PARLIAMENT AND 
PEACE 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day: Mr, Baldwin’s speech is a valuable 
preface to the debate which is to open in 
the House of Commons to-morrow. No 
time need now be wasted on the fantastic 
suspicion, which appeared to be general 
in Italy and sporadic in this country, that 
Great Britain was deliberately heading 
for a war with Italy. The debate, which 
will be addressed to public opinion both 
at home and abroad, can be confined to 
real facts and intentions. Even so, the 
Government have much more to do than 
to explain the course and the results of a 
policy to which all parties have proclaimed 
allegiance in the past, and which, in its 
general support of the League of Nations, 
and of the collective discharge of obliga- 
tions under the Covenant, undoubtedly 
continues to command overwhelming sup- 
port. It must be their business to 
reiterate and amplify their leaders’ assur- 
ance that the British attitude is not due 
to prejudice ‘against Italy, or against the 
form of government prevailing in that 
country, but is an honest stand 
for the observance of pledges without 
which there can be no hope of peace or 
security in the world. But the Govern- 
ment have to make it clear also that the 
lead taken by Great Britain in defence of 
this principle is the responsibility of the 
whole Government, and they must do so 
because in some quarters an absurd 
attempt is being made to saddle Mr. Eden, 
both by praise and by blame, with the 
reputation of being a young man in a 
hurry, rushing along in front of reluctant 
colleagues. 

This sort of comment is unfair and un- 
true. and appears at its worst in the 
absolutely groundless suggestion that there 
is friction, or incompatibility, between the 
Foreign Secretary and the Minister for 
League Affairs Mr. Eden has taken tho 
lead at Geneva as the representative of 
the British Government, and in pursuance 
of their collective decisions. It 
is just as far from the facts that 
he should be made the bogy of 
certain British newspapers which have 


in*the League, or which, more logically, 
have consistently attacked it from the 
beginning, as that the British Government 
should have become the bogy of the Italian 
Press. The Government have also to 
underline the lessons of the experience of 
the League system in action. One lesson, 
for instance, is that the efficiency of the 
system depends on genuine co-operation, 
which must be displayed, not only in pass. 
ing resolutions at Geneva, but in carrying 
out those resolutions in every country 
concerned with them. Another lesson is 
that the influence of Britain for peace has 
been weakened by the cries, largely 
originating in this country, and eagerly 
repeated abroad, that her material 
defences are weak. The Government, in. 
short, must show that they are both 
united and confident.

PEAKING at a meeting of the Kildare 
i Conatituency Council of the Labour 
Party, which was attended by 125 
delegates, here to-day, Mr. William Norton, 
T.D., said that on the reassembly of the Dail 
the Labour Party should press the Govern- 
ment to disclose its proposals for finding em- 
ployment for the huge army of persons 
registered as unemployed. So far as he 
could see, the Government did not have any 
plans for providing work for’ these people, 
and appeared to think it was cheaper and 
less troublesome to condemn them to exist 
by the miserable pittance which they received 
as unemployment assistance benefit. In other 
days members of the present Government 
declared that they could cure unemployment 
in the Saorstat, and that there was no reason 
why it should exist here. But notwithstand- 
ing these optimistic announcements there was 
still a grave unemployment problem to be 
solved, and the Government, apparently help- 
less to deal with this, was demoralising the 
unemployed and their dependents. 

None of the, Government’s proposals so far 
differed from the methods adopted by: Con- 
servative Governments in other countries. 
Though this Government claimed to be a 
Radical Government, there was little evidence 
of this Radicalism in dealing with the 
problem of finding work for tens of thousands 
of hungry men. | 


TARIFFS NO CURE 


It must be apparent to the Government by 
now that tariffs, quotas, and even prohibi- 
tion, could not cure unemployment, and the 
Government ought to abandon its pathetic 
belief in these illusory panaceas. As a means 
of solving the unemployment problem, a bold 
policy of large-scale public works, a shorter 
working week to absorb more workers, a 
speedier division of the ranch land, and the 
utilisation of the country’s credit would be 
much more calculated to be effective than 
any proposals so far made by the Govern- 
ment. 

Referring to the Widows and Orphans 
Pensions Act, Mr. Norton said that to expect 
a widow living in the Saorstat, with rising 
prices and high rent, to keep herself and 
three fatherless children on the 9s. provided 
by the Act was an outrageous conception of 
a civilised existence, To condemn a family 
of four to the pauperised standard of living 
that such a rate of benefit- provided was a 
cruel mockery of the suffering of the needy 
widow and fatherless children. 


RUSSO-JAP TENSION

The frontier dispute between Mongolia 
and Manchukuo has come to a head with 
a scarcely-veiled threat of hostilities on 
the part of Japan, according to reports 
from Unlanbator, the capital of Mon- 
golia, published here. 

For months the two countries have been 
wrangling over their respective suggestions 
for the establishment of machinery to 
settle frontier disputes. Now the Man- 
chukuo representative in the negotiations, 
Mr. Kanki, is reported to have declared 
in Manchuli that, unless the Manchurian 
roposals are accepted, Manchukuo will 
e forced to take ‘ other measures,”’ 
resulting in “ something bad.’’ 

Failing to gain acceptance for the 
Manchurian view by this threat, Mr. 
Kanki followed it up by another threat, 
even more outspoken. He is reported to 
have declared that Manchukuo ‘ would 
move troops into the centre of Mongolia— 
that is to say, into Ulanbator,’” and solve 
the problem by force, unless Mongolia 
agreed to the Japanese Manchurian 
demands. : 

He added that he was instructed by his 
Government to advise Mongolia to this 
effect. 

The Manchurians demand that six 
observation posts should be set up along 
the frontier, while the Mongolians insist 
that two such stations would suffice.

ON RAILWAY 
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A 'HAND-MADE tomb, which exploded 
in Frederick Court, Dublin, late last 
Saturday night, caused slight damage to 
the glass and woodwork round the ofhce oí 
Mr. James O'Keefe's cooperage and box- 
manufacturing factory, Frederick Court, 
off North Frederick street. i 

There is no apparent motive for the out- 
rage, but, as the bomb was placed outside 
the door of the factory, there can be little 
doubt that an attempt was made to blow 
up the premises. A possible explanation 
of the affair made last night was that an 
attempt might have been made to rifle the 
office, and, finding no money or valuables, 
the burglar, or burglars, may have thrown 
a bomb to cover up their. traces, or as an 
act of “revenge” for finding nothing in 
the office. | 

The door and a seven-foot wood office 
partition were badly shattered, splinters 
being blown about the office, and windows 
und a skylight smashed, so that it would 
be extremely difficult to find trace of an 
abortive robbery. . 

No damage was caused to the machinery 
or any part of the factory, and work wil! 
proceed to-day as usual. 


BRIGADE CALLED 

The alarm was first raised at about 11.25 
by a man who lived a short distance from 
the factory, and who heard a ‘‘terrific ”’ 
explosion. Kunning out of his house and 
noticing smoke rising from th tory, he 
telephoned the Fire Brigade and the 

olice. A section of the Fire Brigade 
rom Tara street, under Captain Con- 
nolly, arrived, but found no trace of a 
fire. Civic Guards later picked up a 
fragment of the bomb. It is believed to 
have been crudely hand-made, but of a 
highly dangerous nature, judging by the 
force of the explosion. 

Three possible exits from Frederick 
Court were open to the person, or persons, 
who 'placed the bomb—straight into North 
Frederick street through the court; into 
Ilardwicke street by a lane, or through an- 
éther narrow lane over a five-foot wall, 
into Greehan place, and Temple street. 

As it is unlikely that a time fuse was 
used on the bomb, it is thought that an 
escape was made over the wall into Temple 
street. This theory is supported by a man 
who arrived at the factory just after the 
explosion, and stated to an Irish Times 
reporter last night that he “thought he 
saw a figure running through the smoke ”’ 
in the direction of the lane which leads 
to the wall. 


BUSINESS AS USUAL 

Mr. T. O’Keefe, a member of the firm 
and nephew of the proprietor, told our 
reporter last night that business would be 
carried on as usual to-day. ‘‘ The whole 
affair is a complete mystery to us,” he 
said, ‘‘and there is no apparent motive 
for it. My unele has been in business 
over thirty years, and never had had any 
labour trouble or trouble with any 
employé. We are not connected with any 
political movement either. There are about 
thirty-five employés in the factory, and it 
is hardly likely that the bombing was 
against any one of them, for they had 
left the factory at the usual closing time— 


1 p.m. 

Mr. O'Keefe then advanced the possible 
theory of the burglary. 

“There was no cash 
premises,’’ he added. 

Mr. Gilling, who lives in the court, 
said that the explosion was “ terrific,’’ 
and shook all the houses in the neighbour- 
hood. 

Civic Guards and detectives were active 
throughout the night and vesterday, and 
took a number of statements in the 
neighbourhood. Up to a late hour last 
night a uniformed Guard was on duty out- 
side the factory.

Everything appears to indicate that the 
Italian advance to Makale wilk not 
be accomplished without a battle. 
Reconnaissance "planes report that Ras 
Kassa is moving up considerable forces 
from the south-west towards Makale, while 
more men are occupying in his rear the 
positions previously held by the troops thus 
pushed forward. 

In preparation for their advance towards 
Makale, the Italians are gradually occupy- 
ing positions in the mountains and 
ravines round Adigrat. 

The Italian troops, who have not yet 
tasted fighting, appear completely calm 
in the face of growing expectations that 
there will be a full-blooded engagement 
during the next few days as soon as the 
signal is given for a definite Italian 
advance.

ITALIAN CAUTION 


The Italian advance, which is believed 
to be imminent, is likely to be undertaken 
with the greatest caution and wariness. 
It would involve, not only the opening up 
of fifty miles of new communications, but 
also special rear guard precautions for the 
stocking of new |supplies at a base within 
reach of the furthest penetration of the 
troops. T's latter consideration is more 
important than hitherto, as water is not 
so plentiful in this direction as on the 
route to Adowa. 

Reconnaissance "planes, led by Musso- 
lini’s son-in-law, Count Ciano, take the 
air every day, seeking out the enemy, who 
do not seem to take full advantage of the 
cover cffered by their native mountains 
and bush. : | 

Marshal Badoglio is expected to “visit 
the front at Adowa and Adrigrat within 
the next few days, but no ofhcial plans 
have yet been made. 

The ofhcial figures for the total sick and 
wounded since the commencement of 
operations for white men are :—233 sick, 
3 dead. . Four liners have been converted 
into hospital ships. Only 212 Italians are 
officially stated to have been evacuated 
from Eritrea since October 3rd.- Most of 
these cases of sickness are due to malaria: 

One hundred and eiglfty-two miles of 
new roads are stated to have been made 
in the occupied territory, and 121 wells 
have been sunk. Tradesmen are follow- 
ing up behind the troops, and a number 
of shops, run by Italians and Eritrean 
natives, have already been opened at 
Adigrat and Adowa., 

The road between Adowa and Aksum 
was completed in a few days. It was open 
for the first lorries yesterday. Italian 
soldiers and workers are now concen- 
trating on roads that will cross and 
intercept the conquered territory. There 
are already three roads from Eritrea, 
running to Adigrat, Entiscio and Adowa 
respectively, . 

The nomination of Ras Gugsa as over- 
lord of the Tigre Province, including the 
territory of the opposing and elusive Ras 
Seyoum of which much is yet uncon- 
quered, seems to be a logical development 
of the policy initiated by the Htalians in 
their first advance. 

Leaflets were then scattered from aero- 
planes informing the natives that Italy 
had come to liberate them from usurpers 
and oppressors and to restore the great- 
ness of the Tigrain rulers who had been 
wrongfully dispossessed.

Horsemen arriving here stated that a 
body of Italians, whose strength is 
estimated at between 500 and 700, has 
been cut off by Danakil tribesmen from 
communication with the main body of 
Italian forces. They are stated to be at 
the moment surrounded by these tribes- 
men in hilly ccuntry, about ‘fifteen miles 
from the French 
the south-east of Mount Moussa Ali. 

Here they have formed a square with 
two tanks in the centre. They are 
reported. to be extremely short of food and 
water. 

While it is impossible to obtain definite 
confirmation of this report, similar 
reports from other sources, all fairly, 
reliable, are reaching here. 

The Danakil tribesmen, who are waging 
irregular, warfare on the advancing 
Italian columns, also claim that they 
have either wounded or killed over 200 
Italians, besides capturing, two mule 
caravans bringing up rations for the 
Italian forces. 

The Italian columns, which advanced 
two and a half weeks ago to the south- 
east of Mount Moussa Ali, are said to be 
in a serious plight. They are stated to 
be short of water and to be suffering 
| from the climate, especially the labourers 
enrolled to build the roads behind the 
advancing forces, who are reported to be 
affilicted by an eye trouble peculiar to 
this region. : 


A LULL 


HARAR, Friday. 

The lull continues on the Southern 
front. All reports of Ethiopian and 
Italian attacks in this battle area are 
inaccurate. 

It is reported that the Ethiopians have 
decided to fortify Daggahbur and to 
resist by every means in their power the 
Italian advance on this place. inforce- 
ments are being sent to Daggahbur from 
Jijiga, Turkopi and Tafarakatama. 

The Ethiopians are sending forth an 
advance, guard to Moorahaiwar under 
Grazmatch Afework. 

Scurvy is reported to be prevalent 
among the Ethiopian troops in the Harar 
and Jijiga region. Large quantities of 
medical supplies are being rushed from 
Berbera. 

An Addis Ababa report says that 
Fitourari Berru, the ex-Minister of War, 
who has been in disgrace for a long time 
and has been living in the Aroussa Pro- 
vince, is arriving here very shortly. It is 
understood that he has received the 
Emperor’s pardon, and may receive an im- 
portant military appointment,
